MR. PALMER AND MR. BORAH

The Bouniwell Incident in the Light of »
Recent Politieal Propheey
ONE is tempted to wonder whether A.
Mitchell Palmer, when he turned the
big berthas so suddenly upon Judge Bon-
niwell, experienced, amid the fireworks,
a recollection of Senator Borah and the
sleety politienl prophecies tossed off in
Washington a day or two ago by the
man from ldaho.

The coincidence of Mr. Paliner, Mr.
Borah and the Bonniwell caze isn't to be
disregarded. It is luminous, Mr. Borah
has just taken time for a contemptuous
dismissal of our illusions of a coming
reform in politics. The war, he holds,
has not tempered the heart or the soul
of either of the big parties. It will not
have tempered them in 1920,

“There will be no pioncering with sew
political or economic or social doclrines
wpon cither side,” said Mr. Borah. He
said flatly that politicians were cowards
and that they will remain cowards; that
they will continue to trail furtively be-
hind the crowd rather than in front and
continue to joh themselves to the de-
sired places, Politice in Amevica will be,
after the war, what it was before.

The newspapers had a pleasant time
with Senator Borah and his prophecies.
They were acclaiming him as a gloom of
the first magnitude. They said his peri-
seope was fogged. And then Mr, Palmer
stood upon his feet and gave tongue and
revealed —or pretended to reveal—Judge
Bonniwell and Senator Penrose and a
flock of frst-line politicians of both par-
ties in attitudes which caused thoughtful
men to look twice at Mr. Bornh and say,
“By all the prophets! The man may
have been right!”

Now, few persons seem to realize as
vet how dramatically the Democratic
candidate for the governorship has been
pushed forward in this instance to pro-
vide a test of the temper and spirit of
the people.  Mr, Pulmer has made it
pppear that a group of public men of
great influence who talk prettily enough
about the war and manifest dazzling skill
as flag wavers are, in reality, untouched
in their c¢onsciousness even at this hour
of hours by any of the war's meanings,
Mr, Palmer has in effect that
they have done their utmost to diseredit
and to disvegard and to make ridiculous
the institutions of free government the
things for which we happen to be fight-
ing in France. The Democratic State
chairman named men in both partiez,
But no one has sued him for libel. No
one has died of anger or of indignation.

It may be worth while to digress here,
for the sake of the moral, to Senator
Sherman and the amazing attack which
he has just made in the Senate upon
President Wilzon. Were it not for the
situation in Pennsvivania we might look
to Mr. Sherman for proof of Mr. Borah's
shining abilities as a prophet.

“All the Republican members,” the
wires said, “applavded Senator Sher-
man’s address.” The country didn’t ap-
plaud it. The country snecred., What
we must wonder now is whether Senator
Penrose was there to applaud Senator
Sherman—the same Senator Penrose
who is now charged with an effort to
boss the future Governor of Pennsyl-
vania, whether that Governor be a Be-
publican or a Democrat.

Senator Sproul is Senator Penrose’s
friend. There is no secret of the rela-
tion between them. It is clearly visible,
well understood., and there is nothing
disc-editable about it to Mr, Sproul or
to Mr. Penrose. With Judge Bonniwell,
Mr. Sproul’s rival, the situation is differ-
ent. A Republican Senator accused of
paying the way of a Democratic candi-
date for the Governorship is a novel
spectacle to the uninitinted. Judge Bon-
niwell, who is thus singularly’ distin-
guished, is charged with attempts to sell
out his own party, his own friends,

Deep water this!  We shall have to
wait and what comes out of it
Words are of little use now, All con-
cerned will be appraised by what they do.
Mr. Palmer is known as a truthful man.
The men he attacked have called him a
liar. But they haven't proved him one.

What we should like to do now, for
the interest of science, is to take Senator
Borah, of Idaho, by the hand and lead
him to a grand stand seat, from which
he might observe the progress of Judge
Bonmiwell in the State election and de-
liver up saws, observations and prophe-
cies suited to the occasion. We should
still inzist that he talked nonsense
cently in Washington. But we should
confess 1 glimmering doubts. There
are many who had hoped that the par-
ties, like the rest of the world, would
receive @ new buptism of grace and de-
cency from the war. They will know
whether to bLelieve or disbelieve Senator
Borah, whether they were fools or wise
men, by the progress of affaira in the
Pennsylvania campaign from this on.
They have only to keep an eye on Bon-
niwell.

What shall we do if it is proved that
Mr. Penrosze sought to have the Demo-
cratic Governor in his pocket? Shall
we become indignant?  Or shall we take
comfort in the old bewildered gesture
and try to think of pleasant things?
Shall we confess once again in that in-
stant that we are unfitted for self-gov-
ernment and that the politicians are too
clever for us?

And what will they say in France,
those men who are suffering and being
wounded and killed to preserve for us a
privilege for which we seem to be un-
fitted ?

’ Unique Iceland, Most Misjudged of Countries, Heading for
l Independence

HE land of ponles, pancakes and pumice,

of lichens, long nights and literature
craves a nod of recognition. Tts forgnal bow
to the family of free nations is scheduled for
December. The months Immedintely ahead
af us are certain to be erowded with world-
shaking events, and yet it might be a gra-
clous thing to spare a moment's consideration
for the newcomer, Ieelund,  continually
herole, continunlly misunderstond, dezerves
it, Against obstacles that would have been
the despair of n people of frailer Aher, she
has battled for centuries, keeping slive the
Aame of o digtinetive culture, sustiining even
in stricken times an unguenchable splrit of
liberty.

U"nder the new plan, now heing prepared
by Joint commission of Dani=h and lee-
landic statesmen, leeland 8 to have some-
what the same stntus as= hind Norway before
the separation from Sweden and the corona-
tion of King Hankon, 'The King of Denmark
I to be King of leeland,  Denmark |8 to rep-
resent leeland in'forelgn affnles, but leeland
holds the vight to substitute specinl legates
of her own at any time and the privilege of
remaining aloof from any of Denmark’s pos-
sible disputes with any natlons.

This coming distinetlon i not a mere
figure of s=peech, It hars, moreover, & real
(hcur'lng on international politics, since Jee-
land lles almost whally within the North
Tempernte Zone and is geographically rated
as a Buropean island, The little mall boats
linking it with what we are wont to call
selviligation” start at Copenhagen, proceei
neross the North Sea to Laeith, the port of
Fdinburgh, and five days luter the traveler s
in Saga Land.

Some twenty yvenrs ngo the wriler was a
passenger on one of these staunch but far
from speedy crafts  In those days no Ger-
man “Land of the Midnight Sun" steamships
had yet made Revkjavik, the capitnl, a port
of tourist call and not even the records of
the huasty sightseer were available ax an
index 1o the character of the output of
Furope. Loti's “An leeland Fisherman™ was
no gulde at all, for the tales = French und
concerns taelf chiefly with the heroism of
Bretons In stormy seas, and not at all with
the lite of n unigue And Interesting people
Hugo's “Hansg of leeland” is singularly un-
convinelng, a romantic singe pleture.

In the good old days of Harper's Young
People w fecund author of juvimile books,
Isirk Munroe, had evolved an unpre-
tentious tale’ entitied “"Dorymates.’™ The
seene of boyvish sen-faring exploits that began
in Gloucester, Mass,, shifted eventurlly to the
farflung land which medieval man had
vaguely termed “Ultima Thule” whither Co-
lurmnbus Is sald to have roved prior to his
miajor effort in discovery, the land of vol-
canoes and Vikngs, the head and front both
of Norse culture and Norse courage.

The recollection of Munroe's adventurous
story dispelled for me many an illusion. Jt
told me that the folk of leeland were not
Eskimos, but verily the heroic aristocracy
of Scandinavia—a tall, virlle, llght-haired,
white people, a nation of poets and saga
spinners, forever battling against formidable
natural forces and waking refuge from the
hard facts of existence in a veritable orgy
of lterature. For approximately a thousand
veurs Iceland hus been both consuming and
producing books, -

fifce the duye when Erlk the Red, whom jt
is poseible to |dentity either as a Norseman
or an immigrgnt to leeland, ventured far
beyond the seas to Vinland, generally admit-
ted to have been a portion of North America,
the leelander, beset by volcanle convulsions,
by earthgquakes, hampered by lack of natural
resources, cut off from any intimate connec-
tion with Burope, had conspymed the long
wintry nights in creating his own wonderful
Uterature and diverting himself in lis
perusal. That stirring monument of medieval
literature, the “Helmskringla,"” or “Stories of
the Kings,'" although descriptive of Norway,
Is gin lcelandic product,

“The Story of Burnt Njal" and, of course,
the Eddas are othér masterpieces. All serve
a¢ Inspiration for the malntenance of the
herary tradition, for Iceland today still has
her poots and novelists and even her dramat-
ists, as the powerful modern play of “Hadda
Padda" vividly attesis.

Thingvalla, with its rich historlc and star-
tling seenic values, proved so arresting that
certain aurprises concerning modern Ieelandic
life were rather viguely sensed. Later it ias
possible to reflect that 1 had passed the
night In & "hotel” in which the sieeping ar-
rangements were modeled on berths In a
ship; that deliclous pancakes—somewhat n
cross between the French and German va-
riety—were a stuple of the Ieelandle culsine ;
that in one of the least tropleal of lands the
art of coffee muking had resched an enviable
pinnacle of merit: that the fresh lake salmon
belongs to the list of Incomparable foods:
that, though Ieelandie ponles were almost as
Inrge ns horses, my huge cavaller gulde,
Thorgrimur Gudmanson, wus barely wble to
keep his feet from touching the turf.

I learned considerably more concerning
this cultivated descendant of unwearled Vik-
ings the next day, when he told me in his
fluent English thut he knew four other lan-
Ruages, when his skill as a carnvan pllot
kave me conlidence to ford a swift-flowing
river just above the ridge from which It
tumbled into the deep pool below, and when
his Indefatiguble good nature wis displayed
by his vigll by the geyser, historie parent of
ull spouting springs. In the gray light of
1:30 In the morning—It was mid-July and the
leelandle doy was almost continuous—Gud-
manson summoned me to see that gleaming
upire of hot water,

Wea were miles beyond Thingvalla now,
miles even beyvond Gulfoss—a waterfall
which vies in splendor with the prodigles of
Ningura, the Zambesl and the Parana.

The notlon was substantially cor-
réct.  The accommodating geveer pool had
heuted to a degree of savoery warmth a can
of potted meat originally emunating from a
Chicago stockyard !

The return to Reykjavik verifled at the
little museumn and the university the tales
about Icelandic books and Icelandic literary
culture. ‘The modern Althing house, facing
& statue of the great soulptor, Thorvaldsen, of
leelandic parentage, though born in Copen=
hagen, mude concrete the island's tireless
splirit of independence,

Al that tlme an extremely liberal home
rule systam was sin force. But Iceland.
though peaceful and averse to armed strife,
was still unsatisfied, Universal suffrage  for
men and women nlike has been n subsequent
development, With the virtually assured
consent of Denmark the distingulshed honor
of natlonallly Is now in store for leeland.
